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Alti  Rodai 


Two  courses  in  Modern 
Hebrew  are  to  be  given  at  the 
University  of  Ottawa  this  year 
according  to  university 
spokesmen.  The  announce- 
ment has  been  hailed  as  a 
significant  development  by 
prospective  students  and 
others  in  the  community  and 
at  the  university. 

Hebrew  language  courses 
had  been  listed  in  the  universi- 
ty calendar  previously  under 
the  Department  of  Linguistics 
but  this  is  the  first  time  they 
are  being  given  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Department  of 
Modern  Languages  and 
Literatures. 

According  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Department,  Professor 
Henry  Sullivan,  these  courses 
could  be  the  first  step  in  the 
development  of  a larger,  inter- 
disciplinary program  which 
would  include  the  teaching  of 
Jewish  culture  and  civiliza- 
tion, Hebrew  literature  and 
Jewish  literature  in  other 
languages. 

One  course,  Hebrew  1001 , is 
intended  for  beginners.  It  will 
be  given  by  Professor  Alti 
Rodai,  who  holds  a B.  Phil, 
degree  in  Modern  Jewish 
Studies  from  Oxford  Universi- 
ty and  who  has  taught  Jewish 
history  and  classical  Hebrew 
literature  at  Concordia 
University  in  Montreal  for 
seven  years. 


The  campaign  has  been 
launched  for  the  1982  Ottawa 
Negev  Dinner  scheduled  for 
Tuesday,  October  26  at  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre, 
151  Chapel  Street.

This  year’s  Negev  Dinner 
will  honour  the  settlers  and  the 
defenders  of  the  Galil,  pro- 
viding the  Ottawa  community 
an  opportunity  to  demonstrate 
solidarity  with  the  Heroes  of

Hebrew  2001,  for  second- 
year  students,  will  be  given  by 
Yael  Lefkovitch,  a qualified 
Hebrew  teacher  and  graduate 
of  the  Music  Academy  of  Tel 
Aviv,  who  has  taught  Hebrew 
at  the  Jewish  Community  Cen- 
tre for  the  past  fourteen  years. 

The  courses  will  focus  on 
the  development  of  basic 
language  skills  in  reading, 
writing  and  conversation, 
through  lively  class  participa- 
tion supplemented  by 
language  lab  sessions  and 
other  audio-visual  aids. 

Classes  will  be  held  on  Mon- 
day and  Wednesday  evenings 
from  6:00  to  8:00  starting 
September  13  and  continuing 
through  the  end  of  April.  Each 
course  is  worth  six  university 
credits.  The  courses  are  also 
open  to  members  of  the  Jewish 
community  who  wish  to  audit 
rather  than  gain  credits. 
Senior  citizens  will  pay  only 
half  the  fee. 

The  University  of  Ottawa 
has  become  an  important  na- 
tional institution.  The  courses 
in  Modern  Hebrew  and  the 
development  of  a kernel  of 
Jewish  studies  on  that  campus 
are  a new  and  welcome 
development.

the  Galil  and  raise  funds  for 
this  strategic  region. 

Since  the  late  1970’s,  main- 
taining an  expanding  Jewish 
presence  in  the  Galilee  has 
become  a matter  of  national 
importance  to  Israel.

The  Emergency  $100  million 
Development  for  Peace  Cam- 
paign, begun  at  the  outset  ot 
the  war  in  Lebanon,  will  reach 
its  high  point  with  the  Israel 
Bond  Yom  Kippur  Appeal  to 
be  held  in  each  of  the 
synagogues  in  Ottawa,  as  well 
as  more  than  1200  synagogues 
throughout  North  America. 

The  Emergency  Campaign 
was  started  by  the  Israel  Bond 
Organization  to  help  offset  the 
impact  on  Israel’s  economy  as 
a result  of  Operation  Peace  for 
Galilee. 

The  1982  Yom  Kippur  Ap- 
peal also  marks  the  15th  an- 
niversary of  a United 
Jerusalem,  when  the  wall 
separating  the  part  of 
Jerusalem  occupied  by  Jordan 
was  taken  down  and  Israel 
resolved  that  Jerusalem  shall 
be  united  forever  more. 

A special  message  from 
Prime  Minister  Menachem 
Begin  was  sent  to  the 
Presidents  of  the  three  major 
rabbinical  organizations  in 
North  America,  calling  on 
congregants  for  a “unique 
demonstration  of  Jewish  uni- 
ty” with  Israel. 

The  text  of  the  message 
follows: 

“In  these  momentous  days 
for  Israel  and  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple, we  are  more  aware  than 
ever  of  the  vital  role  which 
Israel  Bonds  has  undertaken 
to  help  offset  the  impact  on 
our  economy  resulting  from 
Operation  Peace  for  Galilee. 

As  the  synagogues  of  North 
America  prepare  to  conduct 
their  annual  High  Holy  Day 
Bond  Appeals,  I want  to  ex- 
press deep  appreciation  for  the 
unique  demonstration  of 
Jewish  unity  with  Eretz  Israel. 

Throughout  the  history  of 
our  people,  the  synagogues 
have  always  been  bastions  of 
Jewish  community  strength. 
The  support  which  we  have 
received  from  Synagogues  and 
their  congregants  under  the 
spiritual  and  moral  leadership 
of  their  Rabbis  through  the 
Israel  Bond  High  Holy  Day 
Appeals  has  been  un- 
precedented and  unparalleled. 

I have  been  informed  that 
this  year’s  Appeal  will  serve  as 
the  culmination  of  the 
Emergency  Development  for 
Peace  campaign.  I have  every 
confidence  that  your  fellow 
Rabbis  will  join  in  mobilizing 
their  best  efforts  to  carry  the 
message  of  Israel’s  just  and 
historic  cause  in  the  name  of 
the  peace,  progress  and  securi- 
ty of  the  Jewish  State.  It  is  in 
this  spirit  that  I write  to  you. 

I wish  you  and  your  dear 
ones  a Peaceful  and  Pro- 
sperous New  Year. 


The  Bond  Chairmen  of  the 
Synagogues  have  been  actively 
engaged  in  preparations  for 
this  year’s  Appeal.  It  is  their 
hope  that  the  events  of  this 
summer  — the  fighting  in 
Lebanon  — the  mobilization 
of  Israelis  — the  cost  in  terms 
of  human  suffering  and 
economic  dislocation  — all  to 
secure  Israel’s  northern  border 
and  protect  its  people  from 
terrorism,  will  lead  to  an  out- 
pouring of  support  for  Israel 
through  the  purchase  of  Israel 
Bonds.

Don’t  Blame  Israel

These  have  been  difficult  weeks  for  Israel  and  for  Jews 
everywhere.  Media  treatment  of  the  Lebanese  action  has  been 
unbalanced  and  has  contributed  to  increased  anti-Israel  and 
anti-semitic  feeling  throughout  the  world.  The  constant  barrage 
of  rhetoric  in  our  own  local  paper  has  been  a case  in  point. 

Fortunately,  voices  of  reason  have  been  raised  in  Israel's 
defence,  among  them  George  F.  Will  writing  in  Newsweek; 
William  Safire  in  the  New  York  Times;  Martin  Peretz  in  The 
New  Republic.  Copies  of  the  articles  are  available  in  our  office  if 
you  would  like  them. 

More  recently,  I was  taken  with  a piece  by  Morris  B.  Abram,  a 
former  U .S.  representative  at  the  U.N.  Commission  on  Human 
Rights  which  appeared  in  the  New  York  Times  on  August  24. 
Excerpts  follow. 

"Though  the  fighting  in  Lebanon  has  ended,  it  is  not  too  late 
to  review  some  of  the  fundamental  questions  raised  by  critics  of 
Israel’s  military  action. 

"Three  questions  come  to  mind.  First,  is  it  possible  to  justify 
the  suffering  of  Lebanon’s  civilian  population?  Second,  should 
the  United  States  abandon  or  seek  to  weaken  its  long-standing 
diplomatic  and  military  relationships  with  Israel?  Third,  has 
Israel  changed  — that  is,  is  Menachem  Begin's  Israel  different 
from  David  Ben-Gurion’s  and  Golda  Meir’s? 

“First,  Israel  has  never  temporized  with  terror,  blackmail  and 
hostage-taking,  convinced  that  such  a course  only  encourages 
these  cowardly  and  deadly  tactics  and  raises  the  eventual  cost  of 
inevitable  confrontation.  Consequently,  hijackers  do  not  ride  El 
Al  as  their  first  choice.  Even  when  Israeli  children  were  at  risk, 
as  at  a school  in  Maalot,  the  Israeli  Defense  Forces  stormed  the 
building  to  remove  the  terrorists  although  some  children  held 
hostage  were  killed.  Lebanon  is  a country  that  has  been  held 
hostage  by  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization  and  ravaged 
by  it  for  a decade.  From  this  captive  base,  the  P.L.O.’s  United 
Nations  observer,  Zehdi  Terzi,  testified  in  a Manhattan  court, 
using  "machine  guns  and  bombs  and  mines"  in  a “game"  with 
no  set  rules.  It  as  not  a new  but  an  accepted  Israeli  policy  under 
all  Governments  to  put  an  end  to  such  brigandage  and  slaughter. 

"Israel  is  not  unique  in  holding  that  the  protection  of  its 
citizens  is  a state's  obligation  for  which  it  necessarily  risks  the 
lives  of  innocents,  including,  lest  we  forget,  its  own  draftees. 

"The  moral  culpability  for  the  loss  of  innocent  lives  in 
Lebanon,  as  in  Dresden,  Germany,  and  Normandy,  in  France, 
during  World  War  II,  rests  primarily  on  those  who  initiated  the 
terror  rather  than  on  those  who  ended  it. 

"As  for  the  second  question.  United  States  help  to  Israel  is  a 
two-way  street.  Maj.  Gen.  George  Keegan,  former  chief  of  Air 
Force  intelligence,  lias  pointed  out  that  “for  every  dollar  of  sup- 
port this  country  has  given  Israel,  we  have  gotten  $1,000  worth 
of  benefit  in  return"  through  access  to  captured  Soviet  equip- 
ment and  to  the  intelligence  information  that  "prepared  us  to 
cope  with  Soviet  forces  and  Soviet  equipment  around  the 
world." 


TORONTO,  — A former 
SS  corps  commandant,  Albert 
Helmut  Rauca,  remains  in  jail 
on  his  own  volition  despite  a 
decision  of  a three-judge 
Canadian  Federal  Court  of 
Appeal  which  rejected  an  ap- 
plication for  a reversal  of  a 
lower  court  decision  which 
would  have  released  him  on 
$150,000  bail  for  an  extradi- 
tion hearing  here  September 
20. 

Officials  said  Rauca  refused 
to  use  the  earlier  decision,  by 
Justice  Wilson  Griffiths, 
which  would  have  allowed 
Rauca  to  go  free  on  bail, 
because  he  was  afraid  to  leave 
jail.  Rauca  was  arrested  here 
June  17  for  allegedly  taking 
part  in  the  wartime  slaughter 
of  10,500  Jews  in  the  Kovno 
ghetto  in  Lithuania.  He  was 
arrested  at  the  request  of  the 
West  German  government, 
which  wants  him  extradited  to 
be  tried  on  the  mass  murder 
charge. 

****** 

LA  PAZ,  Bolivia,  — 
Chancellor  Augustin  Saavedra 
has  allowed  a West  German 
extradition  request  for  the 
notorious  Nazi  war  criminal 
Klaus  Barbie,  known  as  “The 
butcher  of  Lyons,"  to  pass  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  civilian 
judiciary,  thus  almost  surely 
guaranteeing  a series  of  legal 
maneuvers  by  Barbie’s  lawyers 
which  will  enable  the  former 
gestapo  commander  to  avoid 
being  prosecuted  for  his  war- 
time activities.

JERUSALEM,  - The  last 
formal  hurdle  to  the  Cabinet’s 
decision  to  ban  Sabbath  flights 
by  El  Al  was  removed  when 
the  Knesset  Finance  Commit- 
tee voted  11-10  to  halt  the 
flights.  The  ban  went  into  ef- 
fect September  1.  El  Al  planes 
will  be  grounded  from  dusk 
Friday  to  dusk  Saturday  and 
on  other  religious  holidays.

BUENOS  AIRES,  — 


"Israel  is  the  only  unswervingly  pro-Western  and  stable  coun- 
try in  the  Middle  East  and  is  near  the  major  oil  resources  on 
which  the  United  Slates,  Western  European  and  Japanese 
economies  depend.  It  is  for  this  reason  that,  in  November  1978, 
170  retired  generals  and  admirals  wrote  President  Carter  stress- 
ing that  the  Soviet  forces  in  the  Middle  East  "represent  a real 
and  growing  threat  to  Western  security"  and  that  "the  ability  of 
the  United  States  to  protect  its  security  interests  (there)  is  closely 
linked,  if  not  dependent  upon,  the  maintenance  of  a potent 
Israeli  military  capability  in  the  area."  Israeli  support  of 
America  and  the  West  stands  in  marked  contrast  to  the  position 
of  the  P.L.O.,  which  has  praised  the  Soviet  invasion  of 
Afghanistan,  has  trained  terrorists  operating  in  Western  capitals 
and  whose  chief,  Yasir  Arafat,  jubilantly  hailed  “the  loss  of 
American  installations  in  Iran  (as)  an  example  of  a determined 
Islamic  decision  to  attack  American  interests  throughout  the 
world." 

"And  now  the  third  question.  It  is  true  that  Menachem  Begin 
is  not  David  Ben-Gurion,  who  was  not  Golda  Meir.  Neither  is 
Ronald  Reagan  a George  Washington  or  a Thomas  Jefferson. 
Yet,  who  doubts  that  Mr.  Begin  and  Mr.  Reagan  were  duly 
elected,  obey  the  orders  of  an  independent  judiciary  and  will 
leave  office  when  their  mandates  expire?  No  such  orderly  transi- 
tion lakes  place  in  any  other  Middle  Eastern  country.  And  who 
can  doubt  that  Mr.  Ben-Gurion  and  Mrs.  Meir  would  have  done 
whatever  was  necessary  to  protect  their  nation  against  its 
enemies? 

"The  fighting  in  Lebanon  was  truly  regrettable.  Yet  it  would 
never  have  occurred  if  the  Arab  slates,  including  some  of  the 
wealthiest,  which  now  shed  crocodile  tears,  had  offered  a home 
or  even  minimal  settlement  assistance  to  their  "Palestinian 
brothers"  during  the  last  34  years.  West  Beirut  would  have  been 
spared  its  agony  weeks  ago  if  other  Arabs  had  been  willing  to 
lake  some  of  the  guerrillas  — or  if  Mr.  Arafat  had  laid  down  his 
arms. 


Argentina  is  negotiating  the 
purchase  of  22  Mirage  jets 
from  Israel  in  order  to  rebuild 
its  Air  Force  after  losing  the 
war  with  Britain  over  the 
Falkland  Islands  last  June,  it 
was  reported  by  the  English- 
language  daily,  the  Buenos 
Aires  Herald.

JERUSALEM  — Israel 
finally  allowed  the  Egyptian 
ship,  Lotus,  which  was  an- 
chored in  the  Beirut  harbor,  to 
unload  some  2,000  tons  of 
food  and  medical  supplies. 
The  ship  had  not  been  permit- 
ted to  unload  its  contents 
because  several  leaders  of  par- 
ties in  Egypt  opposed  to  Israel 
were  aboard  and  planned  to  go 
ashore  to  demonstrate  against 
Israel’s  military  actions  in 
Lebanon.  Israeli  officials 
decided  to  allow  the  unloading 
in  order  to  gel  the  medical  sup- 
plies distributed. 

****** 

JERUSALEM.  — Two 
American  Congressmen  met 
with  Premier  Menachem 
Begin,  afterwards  expressed 
support  for  Israel’s  military 
operation  in  Lebanon. 


"The  pain  of  west  Beirut  was  caused  by  the  grip  of  the 
guerrillas  who  held  it  hostage.  Mr.  Arafat  and  company  are  on 
the  way  out;  the  world  should  have  demanded  such  an  exit  mon- 
ths ago.”

As  a tribute  to  the  esteem  in 
which  she  is  held,  her  col- 
leagues and  friends  at  151 
Chapel  Street,  on  the  occasion 
of  Rossie  Rose’s  65th  birth- 
day, chose  to  honour  her  with 
the  establishment  of  the 
Isadore  and  Rossie  Rose  En- 
dowment Fund. 

A native  Ottawan,  Rossie  is 
the  daughter  of  the  late  Bertha 
(Gennis)  and  the  late  Morris 
Greenberg  and  elder  sister  of 
the  late  Max  (ChieD,  Milton 
(Mutt),  Gladys  (Bodnoff), 
John  and  Sydney  Greenberg. 

Almost  anyone  who  has  had 
occasion  to  make  contact  with 
1 5 1 Chapel  Street  over  the  past 
several  years  is  aware  that  one 
of  its  vital  mainstays  is  the  ef- 
ficient, thoroughly  profes- 
sional Rossie  Rose.  As  Senior 
Secretary  to  the  Executive 
Vice-President  fo  the  Jewish 
Community  Council  Hy 
Hochberg,  (he  calls  her  his 
alter  ego),  the  capable  Mrs. 
Rose  is  an  invaluable  asset  to 
the  community. 

Rossie  entered  the  work 
force  at  age  16  as  a cashier- 
invoice  clerk-checker  at  Freed- 
man’s  Cash  and  Carry 
Grocers.  She  remained  with 
that  firm  for  eight  years. 

In  1941  she  accepted  a 
stenographic  position  with  the 
Department  of  National 
Defence  and  worked  in  that 
capacity  until  the  end  of 
World  War  II.  From 
1945-1951  she  was  employed 
at  Joe  Feller  Limited  as 
cashier-credit  manager- 
bookkeeper. 

Rossie  Greenberg  became 
Mrs.  Isadore  Rose  in  1951 
and  chose  to  remain  at  home 
for  the  next  several  years  look- 
ing after  their  daughter. 
However,  when  a part-time 
position  beckoned  in  1959,  the 
energetic  Mrs.  Rose  yielded  to 
temptation,  becoming 
secretary  to  Rabbi  Simon  L.

1975,  Mrs.  Rose  assumed  her 
present  slatqs  within  the 
organization. 

Rossie  has  been  a member 
of  Beth  Shalom  Synagogue 
since  the  time  when  it  was  still 
known  as  the  Rideau  Street 
Shul  and  has  been  a member 
of  the  Sinai  Chapter  of 
Hadassah  for  the  past  30 
years.

For  dogging  our  every  action  and  underlying  all  the  good  fun 
was  the  ever  present  nagging  realization  that  we  were  constantly 
on  the  alert  for  news  from  the  Lebanese  front.  All  day.  Every 
day.  We  discussed  it  at  our  parties,  and  we  discussed  it  at  home. 
News  of  the  war  being  waged  against  the  PLO  took  precedence 
over  the  hottest  items  of  juicy  local  gossip. 

Every  so  often,  seeing  the  awful  pictures  of  children  suffering, 
hearing  the  awful  numbers  of  the  innocent  wounded,  we  would 
be  assailed  by  twinges  of  doubt,  and  wonder  if  Israel  wasn’t 
perhaps  overreacting,  going  too  far  in  her  attempts  to  rout  the 
PLO.  And  then  the  truth  began  to  surface. 

•Many  of  the  photographs  — of  people,  of  buildings  — being 
used  as  evidence  of  Israeli-inflicted  damage  had  been  taken  years 
before  in  Lebanese  civil  wars  were  and  tucked  away  under  “L” 
in  newspaper  filing  cabinets  and  network  film  libraries. 

•Many  of  the  so-called  medical  staff  interviewed  in  Lebanese 
hospitals  were  in  fact  members  of  the  PLO  or  sympathizers, 
wearing  lab  coats  and  spewing  forth  utter  lies. 

•Many  of  the  lists  of  the  numbers  of  civilian  dead  and  wounded 
emanating  from  the  Red  Crescent  were  wildly  inflated,  frequent- 
ly surpassing  by  hundreds  and  thousands  the  actual  population 
of  the  given  area.  Small  wonder  (and  this  was  a fact  ignored  by 
the  media)  with  Yasser  Arafat’s  brother  as  head  of  that 
organization. 

The  distortion  went  on  and  on.  Almost  totally  overlooked  was 
the  fact  that  the  PLO  for  years  had  hidden  behind  the  terrified 
Lebanese  population,  had  raped  their  women,  terrified  their 
children,  threatened  their  families,  and  stockpiled  in  schools,  of- 
fices and  apartment  buildings  huge  arsenals  of  deadly  weapons 
— which  when  confiscated,  were  far  beyond  amounts  even  the 
Israelis  had  suspected  — earmarked  for  the  sole  purpose  of  the 
destruction  of  the  state  of  Israel. 

Bob  Willmot,  Director  of  Special  Projects,  Canada-Israel 
Committee,  speaking  at  the  48th  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Jewish  Community,  said  it  best.  “There  is  no  country  in  the 
world,”  he  stated,  “not  the  U.S.  not  Canada,  not  any  country 
that  would  have  tolerated  the  threat  to  its  citizens  and  its  ex- 
istence posed  by  the  PLO  in  Lebanon,  that  would  not  have 
resorted  to  the  use  of  its  military  long  before  Israel  took  the 
step.”  And  still  the  media  condemned  Israel. 

Israel  must  defend  herself  and  her  people  to  survive.  It  is  too 
easy  to  be  swayed  by  reports  made  by  sensation-seeking  jour- 
nalists competing  with  each  other  in  an  effort  to  keep  their  net- 
work ratings  on  top,  their  papers  selling  at  newsstands.  The 
press  had  a good  war  going,  and  they  made  the  most  of  it. 

The  first  unpleasant  rumblings  of  anti-semitism  have  already 
been  heard.  This  is  not  a time  for  diaspora  Jews  to  present  a 
house  divided,  it  is  a time  to  stand  as  one. 

Israel. 

This  Yom  Tov  let  us  pray  together  for  peace  — real  peace  — 
in  Israel.

Book  Review 


The  Sleeping  Lady 

by  Joe  Rosenblatt 
Exile  Editions,  Paper  $6.95

It  seems  fair  to  claim,  no 
poet  writing  in  Canada  today 
has  as  much  visible  fun  play- 
ing with  words  as  Joe 
Rosenblatt.  He’s  a master, 
fussing  endlessly  to  express  his 
eccentric  imagination. 
Rosenblatt  won  the  Governor 
General’s  Award  in  1976  for 
his  collected  poems.  Top  Soil 
(Press  Pocepic).  Many  of  his 
offerings  were  sound  and  con- 
crete poetry,  the  former 
displaying  the  poet’s  finely 
tuned  ear;  the  latter,  his  ability 
to  draw  with  words.  In  addi- 
tion, Rosenblatt’s  intricate 
ine  drawings,  as  carefully  ex- 
ecuted as  his  poems,  fleshed 
out  the  collection.  On  a tour 
across  Canada,  Rosenblatt 
read  from  his  award  winning 
book  at  Arts  Alive,  1976.  He 
was  invited  by  program 
organizers  Larry  and  Bonnie 
Geller. 

But  in  his  last  book.  The 
Sleeping  Lady,  Rosenblatt  has 
turned  sonateer,  creating  46 
traditional  love  poems.  In  the 
Globe  and  Mail,  John  Robert 
Columbo  said:  “the  language 
has  a life  of  its  own  with 
echoes  of  E.E.  Cummings.” 

Rosenblatt  has  a habit  of 
hiding  in  his  verse,  usually  in 
the  skin  of  an  animal.  He’s 
worked  his  way  through  the 
world  of  the  bee  and  the  toad 
and  in  this  new  book,  he  woos 
Nadine,  queen  of  the  snakes. 
He  woos,  but  never  yields.  The 
sonnets  or  undulations  (as 
Rosenblatt  chooses  to  call  the 
poems,  in  keeping  with  his 
snake  metaphor)  rejects  love 
as  an  absolute.  If  Rosenblatt  is 
on  a journey,  documenting  the 
subconscious,  each  sonnet’s 
concluding  couplet  bears 
judgement,  sings  for  the  soul, 
In  short,  the  yetzer  ra  and  the 
yetzer  tov  are  pushed  to  the 
limit  through  the  medium  of 
verse. 

Ottawans  will  have  the  op- 
portunity to  hear  Rosenblatt 
read  this  fall  when  he  will  be 
the  guest  at  TREE  poetry 
reading  series  on  September 
28th  at  8 p.m.  in  the  Fireside 
Room,  91  1/2  Fourth  Ave.  If 
sonnets  are  not  to  your  taste, 
Rosenblatt  will  also  read  some 
of  his  sound  poems,  par- 
ticularly Bumblebee

Dithyramb,  centered  around 
bees  as  metaphor  for 
humourless  people  rushing 
about  with  little  control  over 
their  lives.  He  will  also  read 
from  works  in  progress.

Joe  Rosenblatt  resides  with 
his  family  in  Qualicum  Beach, 
British  Columbia.  He  is  senior 
editor  of  Toronto  based 
Jewish  Dial-og,  Canada’s  only 
Jewish  literary  magazine  and 
he  is  second  vice  president  of 
the  League  of  Canadian  Poets. 
Also  an  artist,  his  drawings  are 
in  many  private  and  public 
collections.  The  Sleeping 
Lady,  his  fourteenth  book,  is 
currently  available  in  Ottawa 
at  Arkum  and  Avenue 
bookshops  (Glebe)  and  at  Pro- 
spero  Books  (downtown  and 
Billings  Bridge).

Human  cost  of  the  war:  little 
town  of  Dimona  loses  7 sons 


The  following  are  three  of 
their  stories. 

Yigal  Talkar  was  the  first  of 
Dimona’s  seven  sons  to  die. 
Only  19,  Yigal  and  his  older 
brother  had  been  in  Lebanon 
from  the  very  first  moments  of 
Operation  Peace  for  Galilee; 
they  had  one  brief  meeting, 
purely  by  chance,  after  the  war 
had  started. 

Yigal’s  brother  was  in  a 
tank  which  broke  down,  and 
pulled  off  to  the  side  of  the 
road  for  repairs.  Yigal  passed 
by,  stopped  for  a moment  to 
say  hello.  A few  minutes  later, 
Yigal  was  dead,  killed  by  a 
sniper’s  bullet.  The  brother’s 
life  was  spared,  by  a stroke  of 
fortune.  His  tank  was  pulled 
back  from  the  head  of  the  ad- 
vancing column  because  of  a 
mechanical  problem;  the  first 
two  tanks  in  the  forces  were 
later  destroyed  in  a Syrian  am- 


bush.   

Avraham  (Albert)  Edri,  26, 
was  seriously  wounded  during 
the  second  week  of  the  war. 
The  son  of  a veteran  Dimona 
family,  Albert  and  his  brother 
Zion  owned  a metals 
workshop  in  the  town. 

For  a week,  Albert  Edri 
fought  for  his  life.  His  family 
sat  beside  his  bedside  and 
prayed  day  and  night.  They 
turned  to  rabbis,  moved  every 
religious  mountain.  A week 
later,  without  regaining  con- 
sciousness, he  died.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  his  son,  2 
1 12  years  old. 


Pinhas  Ifargan  was  a medic 
in  the  Golani  Brigade.  A direct 
rocket  hit  on  an  armoured  per- 
sonnel carrier  killed  Pinhas 
and  three  of  his  comrades. 
One  of  nine  children,  he  was  a 


gentle,  studious  youth  who 
planned  to  study  electrical 
engineering  when  he’d  finish- 
ed his  army  service,  perhaps 
after  he’d  done  an  officer’s 
course. 

His  father  works  at  the 
Nuclear  Research  Centre;  his 
mother  is  a cleaning-woman  at 
a local  school.  They  learned  of 
his  death  on  the  same  day  that 
a postcard  arrived  from  the 
front.  “There’s  nothing  to 
worry  about,”  he  had  written. 
“I’ll  be  home  soon.” 

Pinhas  Ifargan  almost  lived 
to  be  20.

A Cry  of  a Child: 

Our  Ancestors’  Legacy

A few  weeks  ago,  a group  of  children  was  spending  a 
weekend  in  my  synagogue.  They  were  campers,  ex- 
periencing their  final  fling  with  summer,  savoring  each 
moment  with  their  counsellors.  They  sang  beautiful 
camp  songs  and  zemirot,  told  stories,  shmoozed,  and 
had  plain  old  fashioned  fun.  But  the  most  touching  mo- 
ment, was  after  the  Havdala  ceremony  Saturday  night. 
The  children  and  their  counsellors  sat  arms  locked  sway- 
ing to  the  melodies  that  cheered  them  throughout  the 
summer.  They  were  crying,  bitter  tears,  emotional  tears, 
for  another  year  must  pass  until  they  would  be  reunited. 
The  songs  they  were  singing  were  truly  amazing,  for 
they  spoke  of  Jewish  pride  and  of  love  of  their  heritage. 
One  could  feel  how  they  meant  each  word  of  their 
songs.  Parents  who  came  to  pick  up  their  children  wat- 
ched with  tears  in  their  eyes  as  they  saw  this  great  out- 
pouring of  feeling  expressed  by  their  young  children. 

A father  remarked  sheepishly,  “How  is  it  possible  for 
my  daughter  to  have  such  positive  feelings  about  Yid- 
dishkeit,  when  we  have  done  so  little  to  cultivate  this 
feeling  in  her?  Our  family  has  been  removed  from 
Jewish  life  for  generations.” 

The  Jewish  spark  in  the  heart  of  every  Jewish  child 
and  adult  — the  Pintel'e  Yid  — can  never  be  extinguish- 
ed. The  Torah  reading  of  Rosh  Hashana  confirms  this 
profound  thought.  “And  the  Lord  remembered 
Sarah....”  Our  Matriarch  Sarah  yearned  to  have  a fami- 
ly that  would  enrich  her  life  and  the  life  of  her  husband. 
Yet  the  Almighty  held  back  His  blessing,  “And  Sarah 
was  barren”.  Abraham  and  Sarah  endured  this  trying 
situation  until  finally  in  their  old  age  their  lifetime 
dream  was  fulfilled,  the  birth  of  Isaac. 

This  phenomenon  brought  great  joy  to  our  Patriarch 
and  Matriarch,  nevertheless  one  may  question  the 
necessity  of  such  circumstances  for  the  birth  of  their 
child.  Could  not  Sarah  and  Abraham  have  had  their 
child  at  an  earlier  age?  Yet  in  this  event  lies  a message  to 
all  future  generations  of  the  people  of  Israel. 

The  birth  of  our  people  did  not  have  rational  beginn- 
ings. It  was  far  from  obvious,  virtually  impossible  to 
believe  that  a Jewish  nation  would  stem  from 
Abraham  and  Sarah.  On  the  contrary  it  was  physically 
impossible  to  have  even  one  child.  Yet  from  this  beginn- 
ing our  people  were  born. 

The  mystique  of  our  survival  is  illustrated  from 
Abraham  and  Sarah’s  experience.  No  matter  how  im- 
possible a situation  may  appear,  faith,  courage  and 
perseverance  coupled  with  G-d’s  blessings  will  ensure 
ultimate  success.  “And  the  L-rd  remembered  Sarah....” 

This  teaching  has  specific  value  for  the  Jew  living  in 
the  80’s.  With  the  high  level  of  assimilation,  when 
statistics  predict  the  spiritual  doom  of  our  people,  G-d 
forbid,  the  message  of  our  ancestors  must  be 
remembered.  The  Jewish  people  will  survive  and 
ultimately  thrive  no  matter  how  impossible  the  situation 
may  appear.  However,  even  though  these  interpreta- 
tions lift  our  spirits,  without  concerted  and  dedicated 
work,  our  youth  will  be  lost.  1 mean  to  say,  in  a very 
liberal  sense,  great  energies  must  be  extended  towards 
promoting  Torah  Yiddishkeit  to  every  community 
where  Jews  are  to  be  found,  if  young  people  are  to  find 
joy  and  meaning  as  Jews  today.  If  Judaism  is  to  be  more 
than  a nostalgic  throwback  to  the  days  of  our  great- 
grandparents,  the  depth  of  our  traditions  and  all  their 
fringe  benefits  must  be  taught  to  our  youngsters.  To  this 
end  every  Jewish  leader  and  institution  must  shift  their 
energies  into  high  gear  to  achieve  a community  spirit 
where  Yiddishkeit  is  alive  and  well. 

Of  course  there  will  be  those  who  ask,  what  about 
community  unity?  Do  we  need  so  many  organizations 
working  to  enhance  Yiddishkeit?  What  about  the  con- 
cept of  Sholom? 

Here,  the  word  Sholom  has  to  be  defined  in  the  con- 
text of  community  organizations.  Sholom  does  not 
mean  uniformity  but  rather  the  harmony  of  a complex 
group  of  elements  in  which  each  retains  its  own 
singularity  and  cherishes  its  differences.  Like  a physical 
building,  the  structure  of  peace  requires  a variety  of  dif- 
ferent parts  with  disparate  functions.  This,  and  not 
sameness,  is  the  essence  of  sholom,  peace.  Under  the 
proper  conditions,  all  can  co-exist  within  one 
framework,  even  if  occasionally  the  differences 
amongst  them  appear  to  be  mutually  exclusive.  When  a 
community  reaches  this'  level  of  understanding  and 
tolerance,  all  its  inhabitants  will  be  the  richer. 

May  the  Al-mighty  bless  the  entire  Jewish  community 
with  a Happy  and  Healthy  New  Year  in  which  each 
Jewish  family  may  have  much  Nachas  from  their 
children.

She  began  her  association 
with  the  Royal  Ottawa 
Hospital  in  1967,  and  from 
1977  to  1982,  she  was  Chair- 
man of  its  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  1975,  she  was  asked  to 
organize  a study  to  examine 
the  adequacy  of  social  services 
available  to  individuals  and 
families  within  the  Jewish 
Community  and  make  recom- 
mendations for  future  ser- 
vices. Following  the  comple- 
tion of  the  study,  the  Jewish 
Social  Services  Council  was 
established  under  her  chair- 
manship. 

As  well,  Holzman  has  ac- 
quired a broad  range  of  ex- 
perience, serving  as  chairman 
of  the  United  Way  Residential 
Campaign  and  chairman  of 
the  Temple  Israel  building 
committee  and  chairing  the 
Ottawa  Health  Sciences  Cen- 
tre. 


High  School  to  hold 
registration  Sept.  20 


A Jewish  community  high 
school  with  a curriculum 
designed  for  Jewish  students 
in  Ottawa  will  begin  this 
autumn.  A board  with 
representatives  from  each  of 
the  schools  has  hired  a school 
director,  Ms.  Yaffa  Green- 
baum.  With  the  sanction  of 
the  Va’ad  Ha’ir  the  board  has 
made  plans  for  the  year  ahead. 

It  has  long  been  the  concern 
of  parents  and  students  in  the 
community  that  an  institu- 
tionalized venue  did  not  exist 
whereby  Jewish  students  of 
high  school  age  could  meet 
together  to  study  and  in  that 
environment  to  speak  Hebrew, 
to  socialize  and  to  relax 
together.  It  is  the  hope  of  the 
Community  High  School  to 
provide  an  atmosphere  wherin 
the  study  of  Jewish  texts  and 
of  the  Jewish  self  will  be  an  ex- 
citing and  pleasurable  goal. 
The  school  expects  to  ac- 
complish this  by  providing  a 
mixture  of  traditional  and  in- 
ovative  classes  as  well  as 
workshops,  speaker  program- 
mes and  special  projects. 

At  a time  when  Jewish 
students  of  high  school  age  are 


drawn  by  a wide  variety  of 
new  interests,  the  high  school 
program  will  endeavor  to 
broaden  their  vision  of  Jewish 
life  with  courses  such  as  Soviet 
Jewry,  current  events,  Jewish 
women,  Zionism  and  Cana- 
dian Jewry,  as  well  as  tradi- 
tional courses  in  Hebrew, 
Tanach,  Talmud  and  Siddur. 
The  courses  will  be  taught  by 
teachers  of  a traditional 
background  who  have 
mastered  specific  subjects,  as 
well  as  by  men  and  women 
who  have  studied  education 
and  who  have  long  experience 
with  youth. 

The  school  will  meet  weekly 
on  Wednesday  evenings  from 
6:30-9:30  p.m.  Opening  ses- 
sion will  take  place  on  October 
13.  Three  ten  week  trimesters 
will  ensue  in  the  autumn, 
winter  and  spring.  Registra- 
tion and  orientation  will  take 
place  on  Monday,  September 
20,  at  7:30  p.m.  at  Agudath 
Israel  Synagogue.

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Summer  ’82  on  kibbutz  positive 
experience  for  local  teenager

“Incredible”  is  the  word 
that  most  often  recurs  in 
Michael  Gencher’s  account  of 
his  summer  in  Israel. 

Exhibiting  none  of  the  usual 
jet  lag,  the  15-year  old  granted 
the  Bulletin  an  interview  less 
than  24  hours  after  his  return 
home  on  August  23. 

Like  each  of  his  brothers, 
Michael,  the  fourth  of  Leah 
and  Bob  Gencher’s  five  sons 
has  been  an  active  participant 
in  the  Dror  Habonim  move- 
ment. His  presence  in  Israel 
this  summer,  along  with  seven 
Ottawa  contemporaries  and 
others  from  across  North 
America,  is  part  of  the  Zionist 
Youth  Organization’s  pro- 
gram to  allow  teenagers  to  ex- 
perience Israel  first  hand. 

The  month  of  July  is  spent 
living  and  working  on  a kib- 
butz. August  is  given  to  tour- 
ing, seminars,  archaeological 
digs,  and  generally  becoming 
acquainted  with  the  country 
and  its  lifestyle. 

The  North  Americans 
became  part  of  Kibbutz 
Nireliyahu,  located  on  an  old 
border  that  used  to  be  shelled 
on,  between  Israel  and  Jor- 
dan. 

“At  first  the  kibbutzniks 
our  age  weren’t  too  sure  about 
us,”  young  Gencher  said. 
“But  when  we  challenged 
them  to  a soccer  match  — 
their  favourite  sport  — and 
beat  them,  we  earned  their 
respect.  That  game  really 
broke  the  ice.” 

“The  next  day,”  he  laugh- 
ed, “they  challenged  us  to  a 
rematch  and  instead  of  playing 
barefoot  as  they  usually  do, 
they  showed  up  wearing 
uniforms  and  cleats  and  wiped 
the  floor  with  us.  After  that 
we  got  along  beautifully.” 

In  addition  to  being  an 
agricultural  entity,  the  25-year 
old  kibbutz  also  makes  plastic 
bags  for  Alexander’s,  Bloom- 
ingdale’s  and  Macy’s.  Its 
population,  comprised  of 
Israelis,  Sabras  and  diaspora 
Jews  (many  of  whom  are 
South  Africans),  numbers  ap- 
proximately 250  people. 

“Kibbutz  life,”  young  Gen- 
cher said,  summoning  his 
favourite  word,  “is 
incredible.’’  People  who 
choose  this  way  of  life  have 
virtually  no  economic  worries, 
no  bills  to  avoid.  Families  are 
assigned  houses  based  on  the 
size  of  the  individual  family, 
money  is  similarly  alloted;  and 
each  child’s  education, 
straight  through  university,  is 
looked  after  by  the  kibbutz. 

Although  Nireliyahu  has 
amenities  such  as  swimming 
pools,  theatres,  movies,  the 
teenager  is  quick  to  point  out 
that  he  would  advise  kibbutz 
life  only  for  "young  Zionists 
who  don’t  have  alligators  on 
their  shirts.” 

“At  4:00  a.m.  you  are 
woken  up,  grab  a snack  and 
head  out  to  start  the  day,”  he 
explained.  “Breakfast  is  at 
7:30  and  then  it’s  back  to 
business  until  lunchtime.” 
There  is  no  work  done  after 
noon  as  the  heat  of  the  sun  is 
oppressive. 

Assignments  varied  and 
work  included  picking  weeds 
in  the  cotton  and  peanut 
fields,  or  fertilizing  the 
avocado,  mango  and  orange

orchards.  When  tending  the 
chickens  (one  day  40,000 
chickens  had  to  be  moved 
from  one  coop  to  another) 
each  person  has  to  be  sterilized 
head  to  toe. 

“And  after  a day  in  the 
chicken  coops,”  Gencher  says, 
“we  just  showered  and 
showered  and  showered.” 

The  city  slickers  also  found 
themselves  feeding  cows  and 
cleaning  the  milking  machines. 
The  youngsters  worked  on  the 
kibbutz  daily  for  almost  three 
weeks  before  getting  any  free 
time. 

“We  really  felt  we  were 
needed  there,”  he  noted, 
“because  every  day  we  saw  the 
boys  leaving  for  the  army.” 
The  group  lived  4 or  5 to  a 
house  and  each  of  them  was 
assigned  “kibbutz  parents”  in 
whose  homes  they  were  always 
welcome.  Although  each 
house  contains  a fridge  and 
stove,  the  visitors  and  most 
kibbutz  members  chose  to  eat 
together  in  the  Chadar  Ochel. 

The  Grade  10  Hillcrest  stu- 
dent experienced  two  culture 
shocks  in  Israel.  “When  I first 
got  there,”  he  said,  “and  saw 
all  the  soldiers,  the  machine 
guns,  the  tanks  ...  ” 

“But  the  biggest  shock  of  ail 
is  knowing  that  everyone 
around  you  — everyone  — is 
Jewish.  And  knowing  this  is 
where  you  belong.” 

During  their  8-week  stay  the 
youngsters  went  to  Eilat  and 
discovered  the  new  border 
with  Egypt. 

“Eilat  just  ends,”  Gencher 
marvelled,  “out  of  the  water 
comes  a barbed  wire  fence  and 
Eilat  just  ends.” 

They  were  also  taken  to  the 
northern  border  where  the 
Israeli  soldiers  were  saying 
goodbye  to  their  families  as 
they  entered  Lebanon.  And 
from  a distance  they  were 
shown  the  ruins  of  the 
destroyed  Beaufort  Castle. 

Far  from  home  though  they 
were,  the  young  Ottawans

discovered,  on  a computer  at 
the  Diaspora  Museum  in  Tel 
Aviv,  how  small  a world  it  is. 
Among  the  memorabilia 
recorded  for  posterity  is  a 
notation  stating  ‘Lorry 
Greenberg  — Mayor  of  the  Ci- 
ty of  Ottawa,  1975-1978’. 

Possibly  the  single  most  im- 
portant impact  of  his  two- 
month  stay  in  Israel  was  ex- 
pressed by  Michael  Gencher  in 
just  four  words.  “I  felt,”  he 
said,  “at  home.” 

Does  he  advise  a Dror 
Seminar  Hadrah  b’Kibbutz 
for  every  Jewish  teen?  “Ab- 
solutely,” he  says.  Then 
remembering  the  Kibbutz 
workload,  he  adds  with  a 
chuckle,  "but  not  if  they  have 
alligators  on  their  shirts!”

Her 
untimely  passing  left  a void 
within  the  community  and 
friends  and  family  have 
remembered  her  with  a named 
fellowship. 

The  I.C.R.F.  was  founded 
in  1975  in  the  U.S.A.  and 
Canada  by  cancer  specialists 
who  felt  that  Israel,  because  of 
its  diversity  of  peoples,  its 
lower  cost  of  research,  and  its 
health,  care  system,  was  an 
ideal  country  to  seek  in- 
novative cancer  research. 
Israel  has  the  potential  to  find 
many  of  the  answers  to  this 
dreaded  disease. 

The  I.C.R.F.  does  not  build 
buildings  or  buy  equipment. 
The  fund  supports  research 
scientists  only.  This  year  the 
Fund  has  awarded  34 
Fellowships,  and  one  Career 
Development  Award. 

Young  scientists,  with  fresh 
new  ideas,  often  produce  truly 
creative  results.  The  I.C.R.F. 
seeks  to  take  full  advantage  of 
their  scientific  talent  by  sup- 
porting the  following  ac- 
tivities: 

Fellowships  — Post  graduate 
Physicians  and  Ph.D.’s  in  the 
medical  sciences  will  be 
granted  research  awards  of 
$10,000  — $15,000  a year  for  a 
two  or  three  year  period. 
Career  Development  Awards 
— Support  for  outstanding 
scientists  with  a record  of 
achievement  in  cancer 
research.  The  award  is  for 
$25,000  annually  for  a five- 
year  period.

High  School 

There’s  something  new 
under  the  Ottawa  sun.  The  Ot- 
tawa Torah  Institute  — a 
Yeshiva  High  School  for  boys. 

The  Yeshiva  is  the 
outgrowth  of  two  winter 
educational  enrichment  pro- 
grams sponsored  by  Rabbi 
Bulka  and  the  Machzikei 
Hadas  Synagogue  over  the 
past  two  years.  Eight  young 
men  and  two  families  from  the 
Rabbinical  Seminary  of 
America  of  New  York  con- 
ducted the  adult  education 
seminars  open  to  the  com- 
munity at  large.  This  year,  the 
Seminary  was  approached  to 
create  a permanent  institution 
in  Ottawa  which  would  build 
on  the  experience. 

The  Yeshiva  High  School  in 
Ottawa  will  be  headed  by  Rab- 
bis Yaakov  Deitsch  and 
Yisroel  Morgenstern.  Rabbi 
Deitsch  has  served  as  head  of 
the  New  Orleans  Kollel  In- 
stitute and  Principal  of 
Lakeshore  Hebrew  Day 
School  in  New  Orleans  which 
revitalized  the  day  school 
there.  He  has  held  various 
positions  in  the  Seminary  as 
well  as  interim  positions  in  the 
rabbinate. 

Rabbi  Morgenstern  has 
served  as  Youth  Director  at 
the  Young  Israel  of  Oceanside 
and  at  the  Young  Israel  of 
Queen’s  Valley.  He  has  also 
taught  at  the  Seminary,  work- 
ed extensively  with  Jewish 
youth  and  developed  many 
unique  and  stimulating  events 
for  them. 

The  Ottawa  Torah  Institute 
as  it  is  known  is  dedicated  to 
the  highest  standards  in  Jewish 
and  secular  education.  It  gives 
boys  a total  Jewish  living  ex- 
perience enabling  them  to  in- 
tegrate Torah  values  with 
complexities  of  modern  life. 
To  accomplish  this  goal,  the 
Institute  will  provide  small 
classes  with  the  emphasis  on 
talmud,  chumash,  prophets 
and  halacha. 

A mainstay  of  the  program 
will  be  the  accent  on 
"Musaar”  or  Jewish  Ethics. 
This  program  is  designed  to 
develop  a spirit  of  sensitivity 
towards  the  needs  of  others. 
The  secular  program  will 
follow  the  guidelines  of  the 
Ontario  Ministry  of  Education 
and  will  include  French, 
Science,  Mathematics  and  In- 
formatics (a  computer  course). 
There  will  be  supervised  living 
accommodations  for  out-of- 
town  students. 

Plans  are  being  made  for 
adult  education  as  well  as 
other  programs  and  projects 
for  youth  and  adults. 

The  Institute  is  the  first  in 
Canada  and  the  eighth  in  a 
network  of  such  schools  in  the 
United  States  sponsored  by  the 
Rabbinical  Seminary  of 
America  under  the  direction  of 
its  Rosh  Hayeshiva,  Rabbi 
A.H.  Leibowitz.

B ’nai  B 'rith:  People  Helping  People

This  is  the  first  in  a series  of 
organizational  profiles  which 
will  be  featured  in  the  Bulletin 
throughout  the  coming  year. 

B’nai  B’rith  touches  the 
heart  of  Ottawa’s  Jewish  com- 
munity and,  in  the  process,  br- 
ings all  of  its  members  closer 
together. 

Aiding  the  old,  guiding  the 
young,  leading  in  the  fight 
againt  anti-Semitism,  and  of- 
fering unrivalled  social  and 
community  service,  the 
world’s  largest  Jewish  service 
organization  is  well  establish- 
ed in  Ottawa.  But  city  B’nai 
B’rith  leaders  would  like  to  see 
still  more  members,  to  expand 
the  organization’s  service  and 
provide  greater  politicaLclout. 

“We  need  numbers,  we 
need  people,’’  says  Lou 
Eisenberg,  a vice-president 
with  the  National  Executive. 
(There  are  some  1,000  B’nai 
B’rith  members  in  Ottawa  and 
more  than  10,000  across 
Canada.)  “B’nai  B’rith  is  one 
organization  that  has  to  be 
strong  with  the  problems  that 
exist  today.” 

Eisenberg  says  the  threat  of 
anti-Semitism  world-wide  and 
in  Canada  is  growing  with  the 
turmoil  in  the  Middle  East. 
B’nai  B’rith  is  famous  for  its 
fight  against  the  age  old 
meance.  Its  League  of  Human 
Rights  (the  Canadian  counter- 
part of  the  internationally- 
known  anti-Defamation 
league  in  the  U.S.)  is  keeping 
its  eyes  on  sore  spots  around 
the  country.  And  the  young 
Ottawa  league  branch  is  begin- 
ning to  keep  a vigil  within  this 
region. 

Watching  out  for  anti- 
Semitism  is  only  part  of  the 
total  B’nai  B’rith  picture. 
With  the  credo,  “People  Help- 
ing People”,  members  take  on 
leadership  responsibilities  in  a 
wide  range  of  community  ser- 
vices. Providing  companion- 
ship for  the  elderly,  operating 
an  innovative  summer  camp 
for  youngsters,  guiding 
teenagers  and  working  with 
university  students  — these  are 
all  important  elements  of 


B’nai  B’rith  activity. 

Fund-raising  is  important, 
too,  especially  in  these  tough 
economic  times.  Eisenberg 
and  the  presidents  of  the  city’s 
lodges  could  not  provide  exact 
figures  — but  they  said  the 
support  for  charity  here  and  in 
Israel  amounts  to  tens  of 
thousands  of  dollars  each 
year. 

In  addition  to  community 
service  challenges,  members  of 
the  three  Ottawa-area  lodges 
and  one  women’s  chapter  en- 
joy a range  of  social  and  spor- 
ting opportunities.  “B’nai 
B’rith  is  a fully  active  social 
organization,”  says  Leon 
Bronstein,  chairman  of  the  co- 
ordinating committee  which 
brings  the  chapter  and  lodges 
together  for  community-wide 
projects.  “There  are 
barbecues,  dances  and  boat 
rides.  These  are  usually  good 
affairs,”  with  plenty  of  par- 
ticipation and  enjoyment. 

Membership  fees  are 
reasonable  — about  $60.00 
per  year  — and  the  level  of 
participation  is  up  to  the  in- 
dividual. He  or  she  might 
simply  attend  one  or  two 
meetings  and  social  functions 
in  a year.  (That  kind  of 
member,  says  Eisenberg,  is 
still  valuable  to  the  organiza- 
tion as  a whole.  When  B’nai 
B’rith  goes  into  the  political 
arena  on  a national  or  interna- 
tional level,  numbers  count.) 

Or  the  supporter  can  make  a 
total  commitment,  like 
Eisenberg,  Bronstein  or  Nap 
Kapinsky,  who  at  71  is  con- 
sidered “Mr.  B’nai  B’rith”  of 
Ottawa. 

Kapinsky  can  recall  much 
since  he  joined  in  1938.  Then, 
the  Ottawa  Lodge  (established 
in  1921)  had  more  than  its 
share  of  challenges,  fighting 
the  fire  of  anti-semitism  which 
had  spread  from  Europe  to 
Ottawa.  During  the  war,  B’nai 
B’rith  members  provided  relief 
supplies  and  amenities  for  the 
soldiers  fighting  Hitler.  One 
legacy  of  the  war,  on  an  inter- 
national level,  was  the  grant- 
ing of  observer  status  to  B’nai 
B’rith  at  the  United  Nations  — 
a thorn,  still,  in  the  back  of 
Communist  and  third-world 
countries  who  see  “Zionism” 
as  their  enemy. 


Over  the  years,  Kapinsky 
took  on  a range  of  local  and 
regional  executive  positions, 
eventually  being  honoured 
with  an  appointment  as  a 
Commissioner  for  Youth  with 
the  International  Executive. 
There,  at  meetings  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  he  met 
B’nai  B’rith  leaders  from 
around  the  world  (there  are 
almost  500,000  members  in 
dozens  of  countries).  “This  is 
a highlight,  when  you  meet 
people  from  all  over,”  he  says. 

Kapinski  emphasizes  the 
organization’s  traditions  have 
not  wavered  since  its  birth 
about  140  years  ago  in  New 
York.  At  that  time  Ashkenazi 
and  Sephardic  Jews  were 
feuding.  “Twelve  men  got 
together  in  the  basement  of  a 
club”  to  work  out  a solution. 

They  decided  to  form  an 
organization  called  B’nai 
B’rith  (Sons  of  the  Covenant) 
to  bring  the  Jews  from  dif- 
ferent backgrounds  together 

— and,  at  the  same  time,  pre- 
sent a common  front  to  the 
community  at  large. 

The  philosophy  of  com- 
munity service  and  co- 
operation remains  alive  today. 
All  of  the  local  B’nai  B’rith 
organizations  listed  below  are 
interested  in  hearing  from  you 

— just  give  the  representative 
a call. 

Ottawa  Lodge 

Steve  Tanner,  the  lodge’s 
63rd  president,  says  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  describe  all  of  its 
present-day  activities.  Last 
year,  some  300  members  rais- 
ed about  $15,000  for  local  and 
Israeli  charities.  With  the 
depressed  economy,  Tanner 
says  fund-raising  is  at  the  same 
time  becoming  more  difficult 
and  more  important.  One  cur- 
rent priority  is  support  for  a 
proposed  local  home  for 
retarded  Jewish  adults.  The 
lodge  also  leads  in  the  manage- 
ment of  Camp  B’nai  B’rith 
(see  below).  There  is  an  active 
social  and  sports  program. 
Membership  co-chairmen  are 
Dave  Gordon  (233-8966)  and 
Irwin  Itzkovitch  (226-6953). 

Parliament  Lodge 

Now  25  years  old,  Parlia- 
ment Lodge  has  developed  an 
extensive  tradition  of  com- 
munity service  and  support. 


Among  its  accomplishments  is 
an  annual  fund-raising 
“Millionaires”  night,  says 
President  Gerald  Cammy 
(829-1284).  Many  Parliament 
Lodge  presidents  have  gone  on 
to  leadership  roles  in  business, 
academic  life,  and  the  com- 
munity at  large.  There  are 
about  300  members. 

Members  of  the  Parliament 
and  Ottawa  Lodges  say  their 
groups  are  similar  in  size  and 
activities,  but  each  has 
developed  a distinct  identity. 
They  are  large  enough  to  have 
substantial  community-wide 
influence,  with  a strong 
leadership  core  of  about  20 
members  each. 

Bytown  Lodge 

Ottawa’s  newest  lodge  ap- 
peals to  younger  Jews,  many 
of  whom  are  new  to  the  city. 
President  Brian  Pearl 
(226-6470)  says  the  lodge  was 
formed  about  five  years  ago 
from  a young  adults’  sports 
group  — and  sports  activities 
remain  important  to  the  lodge. 
But  Bytown  has  also  taken  on 
major  responsibilities  in  com- 
munity service  with  Hillel 
Lodge,  and  its  members  are 
active  on  a senior  level  with 
the  local  League  For  Human 
Rights  committee. 

At  60  members,  Bytown  is 
large  enough  to  offer  a full 
range  of  programs,  but  small 
enough  that  any  new  member 
who  wants  to  serve  at  an  ex- 
ecutive committee  level  can 
find  plenty  to  do. 

Ottawa  Chapter 

Locally  women’s  compo- 
nent of  B’nai  B’rith  is  present- 
ly in  a state  of  transition,  with 
the  recent  disbanding  of  the 
Parliament  Chapter.  Many 
members  have  joined  the  re- 
maining Ottawa  Chapter. 
President  Betty  Polowin 
(225-5291,  days,  or  226-3192, 
evenings)  says  she  thinks  the 
chapter  will  be  stronger  under 
the  new  arrangement. 

“Anything  to  do  with  ser- 
vice, we’ll  do,”  she  says.  That 
includes  volunteer  work  with 
Red  Cross  blood  drives,  at 
local  hospitals,  or  with  new 
citizens. 

League  for  Human  Rights 

Local  League  Chairman 


Allan  Markowitz  says  goals 
and  programs  for  the  1982-83 
year  are  being  formed.  The 
League  hopes  to  develop  local 
interfaith  and  intercultural 
links,  and  is  monitoring  the 
olitical  and  anti-Semitic 
acklash  to  the  current  Mid- 
east situation.  Each  lodge 
and  chapter  appoints  represen- 
tatives to  sit  on  the  League 
committee. 

Camp  B’nai  B’rith 

Each  year,  hundreds  of 
children  gather  at  Quyon, 
Quebec,  about  30  miles  from 
Ottawa,  for  Camp  B’nai 
B’rith’s  two  summer  sessions. 
Since  the  camp  was  established 
in  1946,  it  has  grown  in 
facilities  and  reputation  — 
now  drawing  campers  from 
around  the  world.  However, 
Ottawa  residents  still  have 
priority.  Scholarships  are 
available  to  local  families  who 
cannot  afford  the  camp  fees. 

J.S.U. /Hillel 

Co-ordinator  Nissen 
Chackowicz  says  B’nai  B’rith 
provides  financial  and  ad- 
visory support  to  the  student 
groups  at  Ottawa’s  univer- 
sities. Among  joint  activities, 
he  said,  have  been  monitoring 
of  political  developments, 
especially  campus  activities  in 
support  of  the  Palestine 
Liberation  Organization. 
About  200  students  belong  to 
the  campus  organizations. 

B'nai  BTith  Youth 

Organization 

Ian  Borer,  Program  Direc- 
tor at  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre,  says  BBYO  members 
participate  in  a wide  range  of 
social,  athletic,  cultural,  com- 
munity service  and  fund- 
raising activities.  About  80 
youths  in  Grades  9 to  13 
belong  to  the  two  girls’  and 
one  boys’  chapters.  The 
membership  is  smaller  than 
could  be  desired,  says  Borer, 
but,  all  the  same,  BBYO  “is 
the  largest  Jewish  youth 
organization  in  Ottawa.” 
Borer,  who  served  as  BBYO 
director  and  teen  leader  until 
September  1,  has  been  replac- 
ed by  Liz  Segalowitz.  She  and 
JSU  / Hillel  co-ordinator 
Nissen  Chackowicz  can  be 
reached  at  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  (232-7306).

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Establishes  Fund  to 
honor  wife's  memory 


The  Officers  and  Directors 
of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Com- 
munity Foundation 

acknowledge  with  thanks  the 
establishment  by  Jacob 
Bookman  of  “The  Jacob  and 
Bertha  Bookman  Endowment 
Fund”  as  an  everlasting 
tribute  to  the  memory  of  his 
wife  Bertha  who  passed  away 
in  March. 

Born  in  Poland,  Mr. 
Bookman  saw  military  service 
before  coming  to  Canada  in 
1921  with  his  first  wife  Sarah 
and  infant  son  Abe.  He  was 
26,  she  was  21.  She  passed 
away  five  years  later. 

In  1923,  he  opened  a food 
store  which  grew  by  dint  of 
hard  work  and  determination. 
He  and  his  second  wife  Ber- 
tha, whom  he  married  in  1927, 
were  a good  team  and  together 
they  carried  on  in  business  un- 
til 1949  when  Mr.  Bookman 
sold  his  store  for  health 
reasons.  Mildred  Weinstein  is 
their  daughter. 

In  1953,  he  became  a real 
estate  broker  and  continued  to 
be  active  for  some  twenty 
years.  A committed  and  tradi- 
tional Jew,  Mr.  Bookman  was 
closely  affiliated  with  the 
B’nai  Jacob  Congregation 
from  its  earliest  days.  He  took 
a leading  role  in  the  operation 
of  the  Synagogue  serving  at 
one  time  or  another  as  presi- 
dent, treasurer,  chairman  of 
the  Loan  Society  and  as  chair- 
man or  member  of  many  com- 
mittees. He  was  also  an  officer 
and  member  of  the  Ottawa 
Hebrew  Benefit  Society. 

With  the  closure  of  B’nai 
Jacob,  he  became  an  active 
member  of  Congregation  Beth 
Shalom  and  has  been  iden- 
tified with  that  Synagogue 
ever  since.  He  also  takes  pride 
in  his  50-year  membership  in 
B’nai  B’rith  Ottawa  Lodge  885 
and  his  lifetime  affiliation 


with  the  Oddfellows  and  the 
Independent  Order  of 
Foresters. 

A lifelong  Zionist,  he  has 
always  been  a supporter  of 
significant  causes  in  Israel  and 
in  Ottawa. 

Mrs.  Bookman  was  a 
devoted  and  hard-working 
wife  and  mother  who  always 
had  a smile  on  her  lips  and  a 
sparkle  in  her  eyes.  In  addition 
to  her  home  and  business 
responsibilities,  she  found 
time  to  devote  herself  to  the 
activities  of  the  Ladies  Aux- 
iliary of  B’nai  Jacob 
Synagogue  and  to  Ottawa 
Hadassah-Wizo  of  which  she 
was  a life  member.  She  also 
took  a lively  interest  in  all 
Jewish  activities  in  the  com- 
munity. In  ill-health  for  a few 
years,  she  passed  away  sud- 
denly on  March  22,  1982  at  the 
age  of  75. 

In  1960,  Mr.  Bookman  went 
to  Russia  to  visit  his  84-year 
old  mother  and  members  of 
his  family  who  still  live  there 
and  to  Israel  to  see  family  who 
had  emigrated  from  Europe. 

Today,  at  the  age  of  86,  in 
spite  of  a few  set-backs,  his 
health  is  good,  his  mind  is 
alert  and  his  outlook  on  life  is 
much  to  be  admired.  He  has 
been  blessed  with  six  grand- 
children and  one  great- 
grandchild. 

The  Jacob  and  Bertha 
Bookman  Endowment  Fund  is 
open-ended  and  family  and 
friends  may  add  to  it  at  any 
time.  The  capital  will  be  re- 
tained in  perpetuity  and  only 
the  investment  income  will  be 
used  each  year  for  charitable 
and  educational  purposes  in 
the  Jewish  community.  In  ac- 
cordance with  established 
Foundation  policy,  Mr. 
Bookman  will  be  consulted 
before  distribution  takes  place 
each  fall.

Israel  will 
return  fire 

Premier  Menachem  Begin 
expressed  optimism  that  with 
the  departure  of  the  Palestine 
Liberation  Organization  from 
Beirut  proceeding  as  schedul- 
ed, the  military  stage  of  the 
war  in  Lebanon  has  conclud- 
ed. But  Begin  said  that  this 
should  not  be  taken  as  an  in- 
dication to  others  that  Israel 
has  forclosed  the  possibility  of 
other  military  actions. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Knesset 
Security  and  Foreign  Affairs 
Committee,  Begin  said  Israel 
has  no  intention  to  attack 
Syria,  whose  occupation  force 
continues  to  occupy  parts  of 
eastern  Lebanon,  or  Jordan, 
which  warmly  welcomed 
several  hundred  of  the  first 
PLO  evacuees  from  the 
Lebanese  capital.  The  Israeli 
Premier  remained  firm  on  his 
position  that  if  attacked,  Israel 
would  not  hesitate  to  return 
fire.

Israel  Bonds

To  emphasize  how  vital  it  is 
for  each  member  of  the  con- 
gregation to  participate  in  this 
year’s  Appeal,  a special  ballot 
box  has  been  designed  to 
dramatize  the  fact  that  each 
Tab  Card  is  a vote  for  a 
United  Jerusalem  and  an 
economically  strong  Israel.  By 
depositing  Tab  Cards  in  the 
ballot  box  we  provide  a tangi- 
ble demonstration  of  our  unity 
with  our  brothers  and  sisters  in 
Israel. 


Necessary 
PLO  for 

The  removal  of  the  PLO 
from  Lebanon  is  the  number 
one  requisite  for  a safe  Israel, 
a secure  Lebanon,  and  a 
satisfactory  resolution  of  the 
Palestinian  question,  Prof.  Ir- 
win Cotier,  President  of  the 
Canadian  Jewish  Congress 
stated  at  an  Israel  Bond 
Reception  following  his  return 
from  a recent  fact-finding  trip 
to  Israel  and  Lebanon. 

The  Reception,  hosted  by 
Mrs.  Sonia  Kizell  in  August, 
was  attended  by  approximate- 
ly 100  people  who  responded 
to  Prof.  Cotier’s  remarks  with 
applause  and  substantial  in- 
creases of  Israel  Bonds. 

Cautioning  against  confus- 
ing the  Palestinian  cause  with 
the  PLO,  Prof.  Cotier  observ- 
ed: “Palestinians  in  Lebanon 
and  the  West  Bank  told  me 
they  themselves  have  been  the 
victims  rather  than  the  agents 
of  PLO  terror.  It  is  a moral  af- 
front to  the  Palestinian  people 
to  associate  them  in  a collec- 
tive way  with  a policy  and 
practice  of  terrorism  and  arm- 
ed aggression”. 

Prof.  Cotier  found  a strong 
desire  on  the  part  of  the 
Lebanese  people,  regardless  of 
religious  or  ethnic  origin,  to 
reconstruct  their  country.  He 
urged  aid  to  the  Lebanese  peo- 
ple to  reconstruct  an  indepen- 
dent Lebanon. 

He  said  further  it  was  essen- 
tial that  all  foreign  forces, 
Syrian  and  Israelis,  as  well  as 
PLO,  leave  Lebanon,  and  he 
was  critical  of  the  failure  to 
talk  of  Syrian  withdrawal 
when  in  fact  Syria  still  oc- 
cupies 40%  of  Lebanon  and  its 
occupation  has  been  one  of  the 
more  destabilizing  factors  in 
Lebanon. 

Critical  of  the  media  for 
misrepresentation  of  facts  as 
well  as  suppression  of  truth. 
Prof.  Cotier  stated  that  the  use 
of  Holocaust  imagery  to  indict 
Israel  has  debased  the 
Holocaust  and  defamed  the 
Jews. 

He  reported  on  the  extraor- 
dinary risks  the  Israel  Defence 
Forces  had  taken  to  prevent 
civilian  casualties,  only  to 
find  PLO  terrorists  disguised 
as  civilians  opening  fire  at 
Israeli  soldiers.  Nevertheless,

Media  duped:  Israel 
in  ‘information  war’ 
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By  Ron  Csillag 

There  are  two  facts  about 
the  66-day  war  between  Israel 
and  the  Palestine  Liberation 
Organization  (PLO)  in 
southern  Lebanon  that  are  not 
in  dispute:  One,  that  Israel 
scored  an  “unquestionable” 
military  victory  over  the  PLO 
and  two,  that  Israel  lost  “the 
information  war”. 

That  according  to  veteran 
journalist  and  broadcaster  Joe 
King,  who  recently  returned 
from  a four-day  fact-finding 
tour  of  war-torn  southern 
Lebanon. 

King,  in  charge  of  public 
relations  at  Allied  Jewish 
Community  Services  (AJCS) 
in  Montreal  told  some  300 
people  at  the  Saidye  Bronfman 
Theatre  that  carefully  or- 
chestrated distortion  of  the 
facts  behind  the  war  led  to 
almost  all  western  media  hav- 
ing been  “duped”. 

King’s  party  of  13  toured 
the  coastal  area  of  Lebanon 
and  found  the  towns  of  Sidon 
and  Tyre,  widely  reported  as 
having  been  levelled  during  the 
fighting,  as  “99  percent 
intact”. 

King  said  two  streets  in 
Sidon  were  damaged  when 
Israeli  ground  troops  en- 
countered 1,500  PLO  ter- 
rorists. 

Not  only  was  most  coverage 
of  the  war  inadequate  and 
biased,  King  stated,  but  the 
world  media  ignored 
favourable  reports  on  the 
Israeli  invasion,  including  a 
UNICEF  account  of  Israel  as 
having  brought  “welcome 
relief”  to  Lebanon  and 
another  document  written  by 
six  American  generals  who 
claimed  there  was  “little

damage”  to  civilian  areas. 

Casualty  figures,  mean- 
while, were  “wild  exaggera- 
tions”. The  Red  Cross,  King 
said,  was  “embarrassed”  by 
the  widely-touted  figure  of 
600,000  homeless  and  later 
revised  it  to  15,000.  The  entire 
population  of  southern 
Lebanon,  he  noted,  probably 
does  not  exceed  600,000. 

There  was  no  effort  to  get 
balanced  accounts  of  the 
fighting,  he  added.  Not  one  of 
the  media  mentioned  that 
Israeli  troops  always  gave  two 
hours  notice  before  advancing 
and  that  the  PLO  took  over 
hospitals,  churches  and  even 
private  homes  for  use  as  posi- 
tions. 

The  mission  ventured  fur- 
ther into  West  Beirut  than  any 
other  non-military  group  and 
found  television  cameramen 
photographing  buildings  that 
were  destroyed  in  the  1976 
Lebanese  civil  war.  Networks 
did  not  show  the  bushes  and 
trees  that  have  since  poked 
through  the  rubble. 

“It’s  a proven  fact,”  King 
said,  “That  the  PLO  has  never 
told  the  truth  and  is  incapable 
of  telling  the  truth.”  The  PLO 
and  Syrian  armies,  he  added, 
have  caused  the  violent  deaths 
of  100,000  people  since  they 
occupied  Lebanon  in  the 
mid-70s. 

Since  pictures  often  speak 
louder  than  words.  King  gave 
two  examples  of  photography 
as  a tool  of  deception.  One 
was  the  now-famous- 
photograph  of  a bandaged 
child  who  allegedly  had  both 
arms  blown  off. 

The  U.P.I.  photo  prompted 
an  angry  President  Ronald 


Ottawa  leaders  take  part 
in  conference 


The  1982  campaign  of  the 
Israel  Bond  Organization 
showed  an  increase  of  $65 
million  over  the  same  eight- 
month  period  last  year  as  a 
result  of  an  emergency  sum- 
mer effort  during  the  past  nine 
weeks  to  offset  the  impact  of 
the  events  in  Lebanon  on 
Israel’s  economy,  local  Israel 
Bond  leaders  learned  at  the 
organization’s  International 
Leadership  Conference  in 
Washington,  August  26-29. 

Sonia  Kizell  and  William 
Grossman  from  Ottawa  were 
among  the  700  Jewish  leaders 
from  the  United  States  and 
Canada  who  voted 
unanimously  to  seek  to  reach  a 
total  of  $550  million  in  Bond 
'eceipts  by  the  end  of  1982. 
This  would  surpass  the  record 
$502.5  million  in  saies  achiev- 
ed in  1973,  the  year  of  the 
Yom  Kippur  War.  A total  of 
$432  million  was  realized  in 
1981. 

The  local  leaders  par- 
ticipated in  mapping  plans  for 
the  next  four  months,  tradi- 
tionally the  most  intensive 
phase  of  the  Bond  effort,  in 
order  to  achieve  the  record 
goal. 

In  a special  cabled  message 
to  the  delegates,  Prime 
Minister  Menachem  Begin 
called  the  Bond  Organization 
“a  pillar  of  strength”  and  urg- 
ed the  Bond  leaders  to  help 


Israel  financially  so  that  “our 
people  will  be  able  to  bear  the 
heavy  economic  burdens  ol 
Operation  Peace  for  Galilee.” 

He  told  the  conference  par- 
ticipants that  they  are  gather- 
ing “at  a time  when  the  people 
of  Israel  through  great 
sacrifice  and  historic  action  of 
its  Defence  Forces  have 
achieved  a vital  turning  point 
in  our  struggle  for  security  and 
peace.” 

Speaking  at  the  Conference, 
Israel’s  Ambassador  to  the 
United  States  Moshe  Arens 
told  the  delegates  that  the  war 
in  Lebanon  will  result  in  con- 
siderable economic  cost 
estimated  at  $3-$4  billion  or 
about  25%  of  Israel's  Gross 
National  Product.  He  said 
that  the  Lebanon  events,  while 
a political  victory,  were  an 
“economic  setback”  which 
Israel  can  and  must  overcome 
with  the  help  of  Israel  Bond 
dollars. 

Since  its  inception  in  1951, 
Israel  Bonds  has  produced 
$5.8  billion  for  the  develop- 
ment of  every  phase  of  the  na- 
tion’s economy.  Israel  Bond 
dollars,  channelled  through 
the  nation’s  Development 
Budget,  help  to  build 
agriculture,  industry,  com- 
merce, exports,  communica- 
tions and  transport  and  to 
finance  the  search  for  new 
sources  of  energy. 


Reagan  to  telephone  Prime 
Minister  Menaghem  Begin  and 
American  Secretary  of  State 
George  Schultz  later  referred 
to  the  child  as  “the  symbol  of 
this  war”. 

What  really  happened.  King 
said,  was  that,  the  child  had 
broken  both  wrists  and  had  his 
arms  lashed  to  his  sides  to  pre- 
vent movement. 

Another  was  a Paris-Malch 
photograph  showing  an  angry 
Israeli  solider  shouting  at  a 
crying  Palestinian  child.  King 
said  the  soldier  had  just  given 
the  child  some  candy  that  was 
stolen  by  another  youngster. 
The  first  child  burst  into  tears 
and  the  soldier  was  shouting  at 
the  thief.  The  photographer 
was  paid  12,000  francs  for  the 
picture. 

Interestingly,  King  went  on, 
there  were  never  any  pictures 
published  of  PLO  fighters  in 
action,  nor,  for  instance,  of 
fighting  between  Iran  and 
Iraq,  where  100,000  have  been 
killed. 

The  Montreal  Gazelle  used 
both  the  “armless”  child  and 
the  shouting  soldier  pictures 
on  its  front  page. 

But  some  of  the  media  did 
make  amends,  King  offered. 
Many  newspapers  subsequent- 
ly retracted  stories,  while  The 
New  York  Times  bluntly 
stated  that  much  of  the  infor- 
mation emanating  from  war 
was  wrong. 

But  while  Israel’s  media  im- 
age has  been  tarnished.  King 
admitted,  the  reduction  in 
power  of  the  PLO  and  the 
Soviet  sphere  of  influence  has 
given  “new  hope”  to  negotia- 
tions on  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza  strip.
